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Section 1. Section 71-810, Revised Statutes Cunulative
Suppl erent, 2012, is anended to read:

71-810 (1) The division shall encourage and facilitate
the statew de devel opnent and provision of an appropriate array of
conmuni ty- based behavi oral health services and continuum of care for
the purposes of (a) providing greater access to such services and
i mproved outconmes for consuners of such services and (b) reducing the
necessity and demand for regional center behavioral health services.

(2) The division may reduce or discontinue regiona
center behavioral health services only if (a) appropriate community-
based services or other regional center behavioral health services
are available for every person receiving the regional center services
that would be reduced or discontinued, (b) such services possess
sufficient capacity and capability to effectively replace the service
needs which otherwise would have been provided at such regiona
center, and (c) no further conmitnents, admni ssions, or readm ssions
for such services are required due to the availability of comunity-
based services or other regional center services to replace such
servi ces.

(3) The division shall notify the Governor and the
Legi sl ature of any intended reduction or discontinuation of regiona
center services under this section. The notification subnmtted to the
Legi slature shall be submitted electronically. Such notice shal
i nclude detailed docunentation of the comunity-based services or

other regional center services that are being utilized to replace
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such services.

(4) As regional center services are reduced or
di sconti nued under this section, the division shall nake appropriate
corresponding reductions in regional center personnel and other
expenditures related to the provision of such services. Al funding
related to the provision of regional center services that are reduced
or discontinued under this section shall be reallocated and expended
by the division for purposes related to the statew de devel opment and
provi si on of community-based services.

(5) The division may establish state-operated community-
based services to replace regional center services that are reduced
or discontinued under this section. The division shall provide
regi onal center enployees with appropriate training and support to
transition such enployees into positions as may be necessary for the
provi si on of such state-operated services.

(6) When the occupancy of the licensed psychiatric
hospital beds of any regional center reaches twenty percent or |ess
of its licensed psychiatric hospital bed capacity on March 15, 2004,
the division shall notify the Governor and the Legislature of such
fact. The notification submitted to the Legislature shall be
submtted electronically. Upon such notification, the division, with
the approval of a majority of menbers of the Executive Board of the
Legi slative Council, may provide for the transfer of all remaining
patients at such center to appropriate conmunity-based services or

ot her regional center services pursuant to this section and cease the
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such regional center.

(7) The division,

in consultation with each regional

ealth authority, shall establish and maintain a data and

system for all persons receiving state-funded behavi oral

ces under the Nebraska Behavioral Health Services Act.
